The 
bucket was then dumped in a sink, causing fumes 
and Gurnee Fire Dept. was called about 1 1 a.m. Nov. 
22. 

A total of 14 workers were transported to three 
area hospitals — four to St. Therese Medical Center; 
four to Victory Memorial Hospital and six to Condell 
Medical Center. They were released later that after- 
noon and the ink plant was closed for the remainder 
of the day. Not all the employees were evacuated 
when the fire department arrived, but were evacuat- 
ed soon afterward. 

"The area was isolated. At first, three people 



were injured, then six to seven to nine and then 12 
and 14. The building is used for research and 
administration," Gurnee Fire Chief Tim McGrath 
said. 

Eight area fire departments - Gurnee, Waukegan, 
Newport, Grayslake, Libertyville, Zion, Fox Lake all 
sent personnel. 

The site, with 250 employees, was turned back 
over to the company two hours after the incident. 

McGrath said a computer program which lists 
possible side affects was used as well as the materi- 
als safety data sheet provided by the company was 
used. 

"We had anyone with a headache or allergies go 
to the hospital and so far we have picked everyone 
up after they were released," Chris Berbaum, com- 
pany president, said. "We wanted to take pre-emp- 
tive measures." 

The firm opened its site at Grand Tri-Statc 
Business Park in July, 1988.

Wandering through the 
woods in the dark is a wonderful 
experience.

It's almost here, Christmas that is and it's time to start thinking of pur- 
chasing a Christmas tree. An annual family tradition could be established 
by packing a thermos of hot chocolate, bundling everyone up in their 
warmest winter garb, stowing a saw in the trunk of the car and driving off 
to Hayden Tree Farm in search of the perfect Christmas tree the old fash- 
ioned way.

It takes approximately nine years for a pine tree to 
reach the perfect Christmas tree size, she noted. 

"Generally people just enjoy walking around. We do allow dogs if 
they're mild and not aggressive and on leashes," Pat said. 

The neatest tiling about her business in addition to only being open 
for three weeks is "everyone is happy. We hardly get anyone who's 
grumpy," she exclaimed. 

"People sometimes have tailgate parties. People take their time. I've 
had some take three hours." 

Starting Nov. 29 until Christmas the farm is open for people to come 
in and cut their own trees. Hayden offers free cocoa, coffee and tea to her 
customers and also sells wreaths, garland, ornaments, potted trees that 
will live on after the holiday and burlap bagged trees to be planted out- 
side. 

The farm encompasses a total of 40 acres on which customers may 
roam in search of the perfect tree. 

Customers are encouraged to bring their own saws on the weekend 
because its so busy those provided are usually in use. Pat said the trees are 
very easy to cut and proclaimed she even cut one with a butter knife.

Heritage is stressed in 
proposed Jewish groups

Like many women in modem times, Toby Aronsohn wanted to keep 
the traditions and holiday celebrations of her childhood alive for her chil- 
dren and also was looking to bond with some other women who shared 
her cultural heritage. 

Toby and her husband, Bob, moved to Gurnee in 1990. As she puts it, 
they were "pioneers," arriving before the big building boom hit town. In 
another sense, Toby was a pioneer in an effort to bring Jewish women of 
the area together. 

Toby and Bob were both raised in Jewish homes and with two young 
daughters, Tricia and Jenny, she wanted to impart the significance of 
Jewish customs to her family. Because there isn't a large predominance of 
zjewish families in the area, she sought out Hadassah. 

Hadassah, an organization that promotes Jewish knowledge and tra- 
ditions, is the largest Zionist women's organization in the world with over 
300,0000 members. It's also the largest women's membership organiza- 
tion in die United States. 

Nancy Kessler, field consultant for Hadassah North Shore, is involved 
with the crusade to get a group organized in this area. There was an 
attempt to start a group a few years ago but it fizzled out. 

Toby had expressed interest at that time in the local group and ended 
up searching out another Hadassah group to fit her needs. She linked up 
with the Lilah Hadassah which has a diverse representation of areas 
throughout the northern Chicago area in its membership. She said she 
made a commitment to drive to the meetings because it offered what she 
was looking for. 

Nearby Hadassah groups are located in Buffalo Grove, Vernon Hills 
and Deerfield. Kessler said the group is primarily a fund-raising organiza- 
tion. They support a vast medical network and contribute large sums of 
money to support two hospitals in Israel, one which recieved an entire 
new children's wing last year. Each chapter has its own pet projects to 
raise funds. 

Toby said the group has helped her in many ways. 

"I find from a personal perspective I like getting together with other 
Jewish women and making a connection to Israel," said Toby. 

What's attractive to Toby and many members is the group focuses on 
the traditions and knowledge and allows members to have their own reli- 
gion and values. 

Toby said she wants women to know this isn't their mother's organi- 
zation. 

"We're not women in our 60s and 70s silting around drinking tea."

Village Attorney Ken Clark will file a motion to dismiss the village, 

which was also named in the suit, from the case. 

"We don't have the authority to regulate railroads," Shineflug said. 

Shineflug said the regulation must come from the Illinois Commerce 
Commission (ICC). The village has no authority of speed, times, or loads of 
these trains. 

The lawsuit alleges both railroads are violating the village's anti-nui- 
sance ordinance because of the horn's decibel readings. 

The board reviewed the horn blowing issue two years ago only to con- 
clude they had no legal ground to stand in if they created an anti-whistle- 
blowing ordinance. 

One of the key claims of the plaintiffs is that ICC excused the railroad 
from having to sound their horns through Antioch intersections. Village 
officials and die plaintiffs have a wide disparity with the interpretation of 
what "excused" means. 

The plaintiffs believe excused is the same as requiring the whistles to stop, 
neflugsaid. 

Railroads are required by law to blow their horns at crossings unless 
they have been deemed safe by federal officials.

School state test scores were 
down slightly from the previous 
year.

Hockney added part of the 
problem might have been the 
test itself.

The other drop was in writ- 
ing where ACHS students 
dropped from 27.5 to 25.8.

While both scores were 



lower, they still matched the 
state average for both areas. 

The statistical band is a 
range where scores are statisti- 
cally the same even though 
they might be a few points 
higher or lower. 

The science scores were vir- 
tually the same. This year's 
score of 259 was only six points 
lower than last year's number 
which is essentially the same. 

Both the math and social 
science numbers were five 
points lower but were within 
the same range of scores. 

On the positive side, the 
graduation rate climbed from 
81 percent to 91 percent.

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Schmidt says teamwork makes better tomorrow for county

After graduating from Southern 
Illinois University in 1974, La 
Grange native Suzi Schmidt was 
looking for a job as an art teacher 
and wanted to settle in an area with 
lots of open space and a more rural 
atmosphere. 

"I picked Lake County. I came 
here and thought, "This is for me,' " 
recalls Schmidt, who will start her 
third term on the county board on 
Dec. 2. 

Schmidt has been a popular 
politician among District 3 voters, 
far surpassing recent challengers 
when die votes were tallied. During 
her tenure on the county board, she 
has devoted much of her energy to 
environmental, quality of life con- 
cerns. In her next term, she plans to 
continue along that path which has 
won her many friends among 
District 3 voters. 

"I think the public in Lake 
County is very concerned about 
quality of life, about how long they 
sit in traffic," said Schmidt. 
"They're very educated on these 
issues. People know I'm going to 
keep fighting because if you don't 
have a healthy environment, you 
don't have a healthy county." 



Schmidt believes the answer to 
controlling growth lies in the 
municipalities, because most of the 
burgeoning development is hap- 
pening within municipal bound- 
aries. However, that doesn't mean 
the county should take an indiffer- 
ent stance. 

"What we need to do is to reach 
out and help the municipalities," 
said Schmidt. 

"Luckily, I've been able to work 
with Frank (Loffredo) and Paul 
(Baumunk) on density and preserv- 
ing forest preserves. You can't stop 
developers, but you can find ways 
to work with them for the public 
good . . . There are ways to lower 
density," said Schmidt. 

During her campaign, Schmidt 
often noted that she helped pre- 
serve more than 1,200 acres of for- 
est preserve land within District 3. 

"Development is what drives 
almost everything in Lake County. 
It's not going to stop and you don't 
want it to. But you want people to 
be able to exist with it," Schmidt 
said, 

Schmidt stressed over-develop- 
ment is the impetus for higher 
taxes, because along with the devel- 
opment comes a need for more ser- 
vices, bigger schools and libraries, 



improved roads, and water and 
sewer systems. 

In the next term, Schmidt also 
aims to see more cooperation 
between the county and the various 
levels of government, especially in 
the area of road improvements. She 
said passing the buck has to stop 
and government entities need to 
work together to serve the public 
better. 

Schmidt foresees the next term 
as a time when the various county 
board members will also work bet- 
ter together. 

Schmidt currently serves as 
chairman of the Land Preservation 
and Acquisition Committee and as 
a member of various other forest 
preserve committees. She is look- 
ing forward to seeing through forest 
preserve projects including build- 
ing of the Thunderhawk Golf 
Course in Beach Park, the high- 
intensity Independence Grove 
Forest Preserve in Ubertyville and 
the West Loop trail which hooks 
Round Lake to Wauconda. A ' h 
area of concern for Schmidt is sher- 
iffs patrols. She'd like to see resi- 
dents of the unincorporated areas, 
especially in the northwestern part 
of the county, have quicker and 
better access to police protection.

Who will be the next county 
board chairman? The answer 
lies with whoever the five 
Democratic members of the 
board will support. 

When the new board is seat-

Interviews with the majority 
of Lake County Board members 
brings forth four names consid- 
ered to be leaders, but where 
the votes align Monday is still 
up in the air.

"I will support someone 
who I feel can make a differ- 
ence on the board and that can 
be a leader for the whole coun- 
ty," said Martha Marks of 
Riverwoods.

The County Board will ulti- 
mately vote on the name of the 
new complex, but the judges rec- 
ommended that the entire facility 
be named after Depke and the 
detention portion of the facility 
still be named the Hulse Juvenile 
Center in honor of Judge Minard 
Hulse, the founder of the juvenile 
justice system in Lake County. 

For years, judges have been 
crying out to expand the former 
Hulse Center in Waukegan. The 
juvenile crime rate in Lake 
County had quickly overmatched 
the capacity of the 18-bed facility 
in Waukegan. 

After voters rejected a referen- 
dum to fund the expansion of the 
Hulse Center, the County Board 
sought other alternatives. 

Last year, County Board 
member David Stolman of 
Buffalo Grove learned that the 
Lutheran General health care 
facility near Lincolnshire was up 
for sale along with its 16 acres of 
property nestled along the Des 
Plaines River. Stolman brought 
the site to Depke's attention who 



started the wheels spinning to 
acquire the facility and property. 

The county purchased the 
property for $3.1 million. It spent 
another $3.7 million to renovate 
and enlarge the facility to house a 
48-bed detention center, court 
facility and other services such as 
the Women's Residential Services. 

"This was a major homerun," 
Stolman said. "We were able to 
buy the property and make the 
additions without a tax increase. 
That's a major miracle, and this 
helped our juvenile justice prob- 
lem." 

A kitchen and dining room are 
included as well as a gymnasium. 
Five classrooms are in place to 
maximize the educational experi- 
ence for juvenile inmates. 

Stolman said the location and 
services offered are aimed to give 
juvenile criminals a different 
atmosphere than what they are 
used to in Waukegan. 

"This will give the kids some 
hope, a breathe of fresh air and 
give them some higher aspira- 
tions to break the cycle of crime," 
said Stolman, who also envisions 
a work release program of sorts

The OWR is the agency cur- 
rently putting together an alternate 
plan titled the Locally Preferred Plan (LPP). 
' . Highlights of the villages letter include allusions to 
inadequate planning by the ACOE which didn't involve 
Wisconsin in their plan. Other items not addressed in 
the study which concerned the village included lack of 
planning for the Newport Drainage Ditch and Mill 
Creek. 

In closing Craft wrote "...We object to Newport 
Township being used as a water retention site for 
greater Lake County.;.. ." 

Although Old Mill Creek isn't identified as a storage 
site in the ACOE plan John LaMotte, Old Mill creek's 
planner said the state DNR Is still considering options 
for the area. He and other village officials met last week 
to discuss the plan. 

Old Mill Creek President Paul Koppen said LaMotte 
will correlate the information and put together a pro- 
posal for flood control to be submitted to the state.

Village wants out of suit

There's a toe under the tent of the state's hallowed teacher 
tenure law, regarded by many knowledgeable observers as the 
single greatest impediment to Illinois educational funding 
reform. Friends and foes alike are confounded by the fact that 
the toe belongs to incoming House Speaker Michael Madigan. 

The powerful Chicago Democrat has sent signals that he is 
ready to deal on a massive overhaul of school funding to elimi- 
nate the inequities existing between school districts. Lake 
County offers as good an example of the problem that exists. 
Lake Forest and Stevenson High School have per pupil expen- 
ditures double districts like Round Lake and Wauconda. 

Everyone is paying sky-high real estate taxes, residents of high 
. income districts to maintain quality Education and homeowners 
;in lower income districts just to maintain some semblance of par- 
ity. Everyone agrees that the Illinois public school support sys- 
tem relying so heavily on real estate taxes is for the birds. . 
* Madigan's remarks about making teachers more accountible 
; coupled with comments about making it easier to remove non- 
performing teachers from the classroom have been interpreted 
as using the tenure law, so valuable to teachers' unions main- 
taining a grip on the monopoly of public education, as a gigan- 
tic bargaining chip. 

Presiding over a razor-thin majority in the House, Madigan 
i undoubtedly realizes that he needs something as drastic as 
watering down tenure to pave the way/or Republican support 
. for increased income or sales taxes — or a combiantion of the- 
two; — that can be combined with property-tax relief to provide 
the underpinning for reform. By adopting a bipartisan 
approach for educational funding reform, both Democrats and 
Republicans can go into the important 1998 gubernatorial elec- 
tion without carrying the stigma of being tax raisers. 

Republicans with their majority in both sides of the General 
Assembly started the job of funding reform this past session by 
breaking out Chicago's problems from the rest of the state. 

It's mind-boggling to think that a Democratic Speaker might 
complete the job. But then Democratics have gotten pretty 
skillful oNate at coopting Republican ideas to stay in power. 
Teachers' unions getting caught in a power play for the 
Governor's Mansion would be one of the stranger things hap- 
pening in Illinois politics. 

University level 
study expanding 

Dr. Gretchen Naff, president of the College of Lake County, 
said it best in explaining what's going on with proposals to 
establish a multi-university center for Lake County. 

"It is an attempt to provide a coordinated effort to offer 
junior, senior and graduate level programs through the multi- 
university center. There is a need for more course offerings at 
this level at state, public tuition rates. CLC supports any 
opportunity for increased course offerings on this level." 

Five state institutions have proposals under study by Dr. 
Charles Evans of the University of Illinois made possible by a 
grant from the State Board of Higher Education. Plans for 
degree and completion programs have been submitted by 
.Northeastern Illinois, Southern Illinois, the U of I, Governors 
State and Northern Illinois. 

The multi-university center, basically a coordinated program 
rather than a campus, will fill a void that now exists locally for 
engineering and high tech studies. Multi-U is not intended to 
compete with current baccalaureate level and graduate level 
courses offered by existing four-year colleges in the county, 
satellite and completion programs available now. 

What Multi-U means is that opportunities for a stay-at-home 
college education are getting better all the time. Impact of the 
new program expected to go operational in January will be felt 
most by working adults and students who can't afford to go 
away for their junior and senior years.

Are Lake County residents driving 
more miles and enjoying it less? 

That could be the case, according to a 
statistic offered by Martin "Marty" 
Buehler, director of the Lake County Di v. 
ofTransportation. 

Buehler has documentation that miles 
traveled per day increased 200 percent for 
the 12 year period 1983 to 1995, yet popu- 
lation increased only 20 percent for the 
same period. 

The reason? "People just are using 
their cars more. Think about it," the high- 
way chief reasons, "Every time you need 
something from the store or have to get 
the youngsters to an activity, you need 
your car." 

IDOT tabulators found 1.2 million 
miles traveled daily in 1983. Daily travel

It's the largest indoor 
theme park in the 
United States. It 
covers seven acres 
and houses 21 
rides and attrac- 
tions. 

The shopping 
area is made up of 
a large rectangle 
with a big-name 

anchor store at each corner. Nordstrom, 
Macy's, Bloomingdales and Sears provide the 
retail power at the corners. In addition, there 
are more than 500 specialty stores and shops 
on four levels. Though it's big, the layout is 




good and it's easy to find your way around. 
A false front 

As I walked around, I was surprised at 
how full the mall was. Specialty shops and 

chain stores filled 
nearly every space. 
This was pretty 
impressive. 

However, 1 later 
learned that this is 
more illusion than 
reality. During a 
break at a workshop 
I was conducting in 
Minneapolis, I learned that the mall is not 
nearly as full as it looks. To create the impres- 
sion of fullness, management is using a leas- 
ing technique known as a "bump back." 
A bump back is small store created in a

larger space. For example, a 10,000 square 
foot space might only have the front 25 per- 
cent leased. The back wall is just bumped 
back a quarter of the way into the space cre- 
ating the illusion of a completely rented 
space. 

In addition to the bump-back tech- 
nique, the mall has also used some other cre- 
ative marketing strategies to attract business- 
es. One year leases at very low rates are com- 
mon as well. Tills enables a small chain or 
individual owner to test the water without big 
upfront commitment. 

Unfortunately, you maybe bumped out 
in the process. If you are a temporary tenant 
— all one year leases are considered tempo- 
rary — you may be bumped out of your space 
for a long-term lease. One of the store owers

Lake County employers sending mixed hiring signals 



An unsettled job market is in 
view for the Lake County area this 
winter. The projection, for the 
three-month period ending 
March 31, reflects local company 
responses to Manpower's 
Employment Outlook Survey 
released, Nov. 25. 

Manpower official Charles 
Battels, said, "Our latest survey 
indicates 13 percent of those 
interviewed will staff up during 
the winter months, while 13 per- 
cent also are prepared to reduce 
their laborforce. Another 68 per- 
cent say present levels will prevail 
and 6 percent aren't sure. The 
outlook was slightly better for the 
same period in 1996. 

"At that time, 14 percent said 
their personnel requirements 
had increased while 11 percent 
intended to decrease staff. Three 
months ago employers expressed 
more uncertainty, as 21 percent 



affirmed workforce additions and 
25 percent reported cutbacks 
were in order." 

The best job opportunities 
this winter are foreseen in whole- 
sale/retail trade, finance/insur- 
ance/real estate and public 
administration. Staff cutbacks are 
projected in durable and non- 
durable goods manufacturing, 
and transportation/public utili- 
ties. Mixed readings are reported 
in services. 

On a national basis, the tradi-

Monee Mall will be located in 
south suburban Monee off 1-57. 
The mall will be slightly less than 
the 2 million square foot Gurnee 
Mills and continues the mills cor- 
porations' expansion. Ontario Mills 
in California was opened earlier 
this month.

Busiest calling day of year expected 
to be Monday after Thanksgiving 

Ameritech officials are predicting the Monday after Thanksgiving, Dec. 
2, to be the busiest business calling day of the year in the company's five 
state Great Lakes service region. Customers will generate some 272 million 
calls this year, compared to last year's 270.5 million calls made on the 
Monday after Thanksgiving.

Q: My husband and 1 have been living and working in the 
city of Chicago, and have always relied on public trans- 
portation to gel to and from work. I have given notice to my 
employer of 8 years as we arc about to move to Ihc suburbs 
due to my husbands transfer. While his company has given 
him an automobile as part of his new perks, it is apparent that 
I will have to further rely on public transportation to get to 
and Tram wherever t am able to find new employment. 1 have 
been totd that it would be belter for me to find something 
very close to home until the time thabl can afford to purchase 
a car. It has also been said lo me that employers sometimes 
wilt ask on their applications what the year and make of your 
vehicle is, and frown down upon use of public transportation 
by their employees. Is this true? G.S. — Chicago 

A: Thousands of people every day rely on the use of public 
transportation and manage very well. Besides, with the high 
cost of operating motor vehicles coupled wilh the costs of 
parking in the city, and heavy rush hour traffic, 1 can sec why 
so many do depend on public transportation. In answer to 
your question regarding asking for year and make of vehicle, 
many corporations look upon this question for use before and 
after the fact. For instance, information may be needed for 
vehicles parked within a parking lot which is secured. Also, 
if the position is calling for an outside sales position with their 
own automobile, for instance whereby the potential employ- 
ee will need to be hauling around samples, it would be safe to 
assume someone without a car would not operate effectively 
as someone with a car. Do employers frown down upon the 
use or public transportation out in the suburbs, not likely! 
However, if public transportation becomes a reason for tardi- 
ness and such...ycs! The idea, as I am sure you arc more than 
experienced with, is to leave yourself enough time for the 
possibility of incident in that area. Dc up front in an interview 
regarding this if il is brought up to you. Tell them that you 
have relied on this for 8 years and it has never been a prob- 
lem. Also follow up with the fact that the situation is tempo- 
rary and that your intentions arc to be purchasing an automo- 
bile shortly. Make sure they understand that the reasons for 
not having one were due to the city living and cily employ- 
ment. Offer them to speak with your former employer who 
should be able to verify your ability to report for work daily 
in a timely manner. Good luck on your move!
